Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Patterson 
have received several letters 
from their son, Jack, who is 
medical officer of an eastern 
Canadian unit now at Caen. He 
describes the landing as follows: 

We landed about ten to 15 
minutes after the first few 
troops hit the shore. The shore 
was a hell on earth and how 2 
ever got off alive after staying 
there tending the wounded for 
two and a half hours, God alone 
can explain. I will say this that 
I never expected to make it. 
The Hun was machine-gunning 
and mortaring that beach some- 
thing mercilessly all the time I 
was there and how the three of 
the six of us in the 'R.A.P. got 
off there alive is a story that 
will never be told. We were 
supposed to make a rush for 
cover and leave nil the wounded 
for a beach-dressing station, but 
we saw no signs of it coming J n, 
so decided to stay and do what 
we could, 1 saw a lot in those 
heettc minutes— a lot of bravery, 
and a lot of suffering, which Til 
never forgot, I never enjoyed 
my profession before or since to 
the same extent because we 
really- were appreciated even 
though we could do so littlq, . 

Then we pushed: on inland 
and 1 started to have civilian 
casualties as ivell ns military to] 
worry about. It was amazing 
the way the civilians survived 
those few hectic hours but some 
of them were hurt and you just 
had to do what you could for 
them, We look some awful 
chances going into houses to 
help the wounded when we 
might have just walked into 
Hun traps.

Mayor of Newmarket in 1922, 
1923 and 1924, W; H. S. Cane 
died in Toronto on Friday morn- 
ing after an illness of a year and 
a half- 
William Howard Seba Cane 
was bom in Newmarket on 
April 24, 1870, a son of the late 
May Armitage and Henry S. 
Cane. He married Bertha 
Mickle in September, 1906. 

Mr. Cane served on the? New- 
market town council as a coun- 
cillor for a number of years, be- 
coming mayor in 1922. He spent 
most of his life in Newmarket, 
working in the pencil depart- 
ment of Wm. Cane and Sons. A 
number of years -ago, Mr, Cane 
sold the pencil factory to 
Dixon's. It is thought that 
Cone's factory was one of the 
first pencil manufacturers in 
Canada. .. 

Mfc Cane was deputy-sheriff 
of Toronto and York county, 
and was made sheriff about nine 
years ago. 

A member of the United 
church, Mr, Cane was a -trustee 
of Trinity United church at 
Newmarket. He and Mrs, Cane 
moved to Toronto n few years 
ago. Mr. Cano was also a mem- 
ber of the Masonic Order, His 
chief interest was his family. 

Three of Mr. Cane's four sons 
are in the armed services. F.G. 
jPhihnorc Cane is stationed at 
Montreal, Lieut. Allan Cane is 
overseas and P.O. William Cano 
is at Mountain View. Mr. Cane's 
eldest son, Charles, is working 

in Toronto. Besides his widow 
and four sons, one brother, L, P, 
Cane, Newmarket, survives,

"Never able to forget his 
unlive town, ho spent ihe first 
part of every business Interview 
enquiring as to how his old 
friends in Newmarket were and 
what was going on back home, 

"The council of Newmarket

From the time the doors of 
Trinity United church were 
opened Monday afternoon, there 
was a quiet coming of Newmar- 
ket citizens. Singly and In 
groups of two or three, they en- 
tered the church and moved to 
before the altar where the open 
casket lay. The air was heavy 
with the perfume of the banked 
delphinium, the roses and carna- 
tions and sweet peas, as those 
who had known William How- 
ard Seba Cane stood a moment 
in silent respect before seeking 
their scats for the service, 

Members of the Masonic Or- 
der came in single file to their 
scats in the front of the church, 
the faint music of their badges 
touching as they walked a 

counter-point to the slow notes 
of the organ. 

With little noise, those pres- 
ent rose to their feet as .the Cane 
family entered, then there was 
silence and the subdued light 
through the stained glass win- 
dows. 

Rev. Henry Cotton opened the 
service reading the 23rd Psnlm, 
then part of the DOth Psalm and 
verses from the Gospel accord- 
ing to St, John. The words 
rang truly in the silent church, 
"Yea though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow I shall 
fear no evil." 

Rev.- T. W. Nell spoke: "One 
of Newmarket's most honored 
sons comes home to rest. New- 
market was always his home. 
Ills heart was here. It was here 

that his father and grandfather 
loved and labored and laid a 
foundation enriched with Ideals. 

"Howard had n fine sense of 
honor and an unswerving char- 
acter. Ho was one of God*s good 
men. 

"He gave his time and talents 
to the town and the town res- 
ponded by making him mayor, 

"Howard and Mrs, Cane gnvo 
three splendid sons to the ser- 
vices. He had given to Canada 
and the empire the best he had 
to give, 

"As I think of Howard Cane I 
think of his outstanding charac- 
teristic .Which was kindness. 
Ho was not tvs»y t not demon- 
strative but very, very, kind.

NEWMARKET 
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MAGISTRATES COURT 

Holland Landtag Boy 
Convicted Of Receiving 



"I don't think that the army 
wants that sort of person.

He then went to the home of 
Harold Bate where he " questioned 
the defendant about the bicycle, he 
stated. ' 

Cross-examined by the defence as 
to the method of caution given the 
defendant before he made a state- 
Intent. Chief Sloss said that the 
I youth was given the usual caution 
that he did not have to make a 
statement but that If he did it 
would be used in evidence against 
him. He said that the accused 
was* not under arrest at the time 

and gave the statement of his own 
free will. 

"Harold claims that he can 
neither read or write. Are you 
sure that he understood the nature 
of the warning?" questioned Miss 
Lyons. 

"Yes he did," replied the witness. 

The defence argued that the 
statement given by Harold Bate 
should not be admitted as evidence 
on the ground that he did not 
understand the caution, but his 
worship ruled that the statement 
was admissablc, that the defendant 
had understood. 

Recalled to the stand, Chief Sloss 
went on to say that the defendant 
stated that he had purchased the 
bicycle from Donald Sweet. 

"I questioned him about the 
bicycle parts," stated the witness. 
"Ho later admitted selling the 
carrier for 35 cents. He said ho did 
not know where the fender was. 
I went to the workshop. Mr, Hate 



.down and cried when I picked up 
the fender. He gave me the names 
of three boys who did the stealing. 
He stated that the three lads 
would do the stealing and bring 
the bicycles to him for alterations." 

"What was the extent of the 
operations of the accused?'* ques- 
tioned Crown Attorney Ariel gh 

Armstrong. 

"There was a bicycle belonging 
to Donald Sweet in the shop," re- 
plied the officer. "There were 
numerous parts, tires, tubes and 
three bicycle seats/' 

Called as witness for the crown, 
a 13-year-old Holland Landing boy 
stated: "I stole the bicycle at New- 
market and rode to Holland Land- 
ing. X hid it for about a week. 
Harold Bate took it to his work- 
shop. We took off the carrier and 
other parts." The youth stated 

that they Intended to sell these 

parts. 

"Why did you come to Nevymar- 
ket," questioned the crown, 

"Harold wanted me to steal 
bicycles," was the reply. "I was to 
do the stealing, Harold the selling." 

"Did you get much money front 
Harold?" "He gave me tickets to 
the show and sometimes he gave 
me a quarter." The witness denied 
receiving any money for the Blake 
bicycle. 

Questioned concerning the cau- 
tion given by Chief Sloss, County 
Constable Ronald Watt told his 
worship that he was present at 
the time and was certain that the 
defendant understood Its meaning 
as he had been cautioned on three 
different charges. 

"Isn't it odd that the statement 
wasn't taken down in writing in- 
stead of verbally?" asked the de- 
fence. 

-Not in Holland Landing," re- 
plied the witness. "There you 
often run into many people who can 
neither read or write." 

"The police came to the house and 
asked mo if I ever saw the bicycle 
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before and I said yea* " stated
